It was felt to be a touching thing indec| 
that a Man of Genius, a Poet, an Essayist,— skilled in th* 
minor philosophies of life, through twenty years constantly 
employed in conveying pleasure of no inferior kind to hii 
readers ; a benevolent minister of gentleness and refine 
ment — should be brought to this sad doom of Fate. Bui 
wer was one of the foremost of his friends, and he has noy 
written a memoir to accompany a collection of his w^riting 
—a pathetic narrative, one of the most pathetic ever written 
in its soft moumfhl close of that common theme of tragedy 
—the Life of Genius. It can scarcely be read withou 
tears. The work, when it is issued, will find warm friendi 
among all true and gentle hearts.
